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HISTORIC factory buildings and 
a 1960s-style shopping square 
should be demolished to make 
way for modern retail space in 
Haverhilfs town centre. 

Those were just two of the ideas 
which found support among a 
group of business and community 
leaders last week. 

They had been called to the Next Steps For 
Haverhill meeting last Friday by the town’s 
MR Matthew Hancock, to discuss how the 
town’s development could be maintained in 
the face of current public spending cuts. 

Christopher Gurteen, chairman of the 
Gurteen textile factory, supported the view 
that, despite being listed buildings, mills on 
the firm’s three-acre site should be dem¬ 
olished. 

He said: “You can knock my building 
down.” 

And Richard Herbert, chairman of the 
Haverhill Enterprise group renewed his call 
for Queens Square to be replaced by modern 
shops. 

He said: “Our retail offer is poor, you 
cannot get what you need. 

“We have not got the spaces. We have a 
town of 25,000 people but where is the 
Primark, Next, Topshop? 

“We have not got the space for them, but 
we have got to be bold.

A MOTHER-OF-11 forged 
her son’s signature on ben¬ 
efit cheques while he was in 
prison and spent most of 
the cash on Christmas pre¬ 
sents for her other children, 
a court heard. 

Sharon Peters admitted six 
charges of making false statements 
to obtain benefits by forging the 
signature of son Damien Peters. 

Declan Gallagher, prosecuting, 
said Damien Peters was receiving 
benefits until he was jailed last 
September, when he was no longer 
entitled to the cash. 

Benefit cheques were sent to his 
mother’s address in Colbeck Road, 
Haverhill, and the 41-year-old 
forged his signature to cash 13 of 
them, with a total value of £662. 

Lyndon Davies, mitigating, said 
Damien Peters had told his mother 
he was still entitled to benefit 
payments, but this was only the 
case with prisoners on remand, 
not those who had been sent¬ 
enced. 

He said his client was of previous 
good character and the offence 
was a “one-off”. 

Mr Davies said: “At the time it 
was not just Damien who was 
inside, but also another one of her 
sons, Nathaniel. 

“She used the money to buy 
postal orders and postage stamps 
for them, and to buy Christmas 
presents for the other brothers and 
sisters. 

“There were seven of them living 
at home, so many mouths to feed. 
It is not a situation where she had 
frivolously spent the money on 
herself. 

“She has had some extreme 
personal difficulties over the years, 
in recent times particularly, due to 
domestic violence by partners who 
have been very threatening to her. 

“She has spent time in a wom¬ 
en’s refuge because of this. She also 
has physical difficulties after 
suffering a motorbike accident 
some years ago. 

“She is still on crutches and not 
fit to work.” 

Bury St Edmunds magistrates 
were told Peters was already 
having the money deducted from 
her benefits and they imposed a 
12-month conditional discharge 
and ordered her to pay £50 costs. 

Stephanie Challinor, chairman 
of the bench, said: “This is a very 
serious offence, by signing cheques 
when you should not have.”

BREAKING a world record 
inspired an elated rower to 
pop the question to his girl¬ 
friend once he was back on 
dry land. 

After more than 650 hours of 
continuous rowing to break the 
transatlantic record as part of a 
six-man team, Chris Covey 
stunned girlfriend Susie Easton, 
who had travelled to Barbados to 
welcome him, by getting down on 
one knee and proposing. 

A stunned Susie said ‘I do’ and 
burst into tears. She said, “It was 
an amazing and wonderful 
surprise.” 

Chris, of West Wickham, was 
part of Team Hallin, an elite 
British rowing team which 
powered into Barbados last week 
in its epic effort to break the 
transatlantic world record. 

The team crossed the finish 
line, shaving a day off the pre¬ 
vious world record of 33 days, 7 
hours and 30 minutes. 

Chris said: “We crossed the 
Atlantic Ocean alone in a tiny 
rowing boat - 31 days, 23 hours, 
31 minutes. 


“We suffered, we hurt, we 
rowed. We raised money for a 
fantastic cause and we broke the 
world record. Was it all worth it? 
Absolutely.” 

The team set off from Tenerife 
on fanuary 6 in the trimaran 
Hallin Marine. 

On their journey they en¬ 
countered dolphins, saw shooting 
stars and experienced 30ft waves. 
They were hit in the face by flying 
fish and avoided colliding with a 


20,000 tonne ship. 

Chris, 25, who attended The 
Perse School in Cambridge, slept 
for just three hours a day on the 
trip, but said the extreme fatigue, 
and ceaseless agony of sitting on 
the same “unforgiving” rowing 
seat for weeks was all worth it to 
beat the record.

EXPANSION of the fastest growing 
town in Suffolk is threatening to 
“annihilate” neighbouring 
Cambridgeshire villages. 

That was the view of Ester Cornell, 
spokesman for the A1307 Action Group, at 
last week’s Next Steps For Haverhill 
meeting, called by West Suffolk MP 
Matthew Hancock. 

Responding to the MP’s suggestion that 
the A1307 should become a dual 
carriageway from Haverhill to the Mil 
junction at Great Abington, she said the 
idea would require compulsory purchase 
of land and lead to the “annihilation of 
Linton”. 

Ms Cornell, who is also Linton Parish 
Council chairman, told the meeting at New 
Croft: “We have not got room for three 
lanes, let alone four. You have discussed it 
from the Haverhill side, but you need to 
spend time thinking of the issues from our 
side. 

“We are on the verge of getting a ‘no 
growth for Haverhill’ sign campaign. The 
road is twice as dangerous as a normal A 
road in terms of accidents and people 
getting killed.” 

Paul Cammisss, a Haverhill solicitor, said 
he was concerned that the Essex section of 
the A1307, and unless the county could be 
persuaded to support change, dualling 
“would not happen”. 

He said: “There will always be a battle 
with Essex because they don’t want the 
traffic going through their villages. Suffolk 
has only a very small section of the road 
going through it, it is miniscule.” 

Gordon Mussett, Haverhill town clerk, 
said much of the traffic on the road was 
workers commuting to Cambridge. 

He said: “Most of the traffic is taking 
people out of town to work and they are 
spending their money out of town. If we 
can create more high tech jobs in 
Haverhill, it would solve issues on the 
A1307 to some extent.” 

Picking up the meeting’s three themes of 
‘high-tech, highways and high street’, 
South Cambridgeshire District councillor 
John Batchelor said the perception of 
Haverhill from outside was “growth, 
growth, growth”. 

He said: “The traffic is all pushed into 
Cambridgeshire and there has been 
nothing from Suffolk towards the road. 
This has been a big failure.” 

Mr Hancock said: “I think the A1307 
should be dualled all the way to the 
motorway. 

“These schemes take a long time, but if 
we start work now it could be ready to go in 
four or five years time when there could be 
money available.”

What about the 
promises made? 

Sir Regarding the proposed 
research park in Haverhill. 

As a resident of Hanchett End, I 
have now had the opportunity of 
looking at the proposed masterplan 
for the Haverhill Research Park, the 
subject of which made headlines in 
this paper (Research park ‘will 
bring jobs’, January 27). 

I am amazed that the developers 
have not considered the promises 
made to the residents of Hanchett 
End when they originally 
purchased their bungalows, which 
are in principle: 

■ A buffer zone of 20 metres plus to 
be planted as woodland, which 
would separate our rear gardens 
from any development. (The plan 
shows it as six metres and less in 
places); 

■ Any such development would 
also be of low-level construction. 
(Most of the rear gardens backing 
onto the site slope upwards, so any 
high structures would dominate 
the view). This point has also been 
recognised by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. (The plan shows 
residential properties of three 
storeys, just a few feet from the rear 
fences). 

In your article, the developers also 
claim, to quote your headlines: 
“thousands of jobs will be created”. 
The infrastructure for the entire 
site, excluding the proposed hotel, 
has only one entrance/exit, without 
a roundabout onto the A1307, 
which the thousands of employees 
and the residents of the proposed 
150 or so properties will all use. 

As any one knows who travels along 
the A1307 during peak times, this 
will cause chaos. 

The residents of Haverhill have 
always been led to believe by the 
council and the developers that this 
research park would be the 
“showpiece” to the entrance of 
Haverhill, but it is looking more like 
another attempt to build high- 
density homes, which offer a far 
higher return on investment, rather 
than an impressive entrance to the 
town.

Vulnerable will 
suffer the most 

Sir, At the late night shopping 
evening last December, the Labour 
Party set up a stall to give residents 
an opportunity to come and talk to 
them about anything of interest, 
concerns and any issue we could 
assist them with. 

I was shocked to hear from young 
parents that the On Track provision 
might be closing. It has recently 
been confirmed that Sure Start is 
to close, despite the Conservative- 
led Government’s commitment 
that they would ensure these 
projects would remain. They went 
even further and confirmed how 
important and necessary these 
centres were for families with 
young children. 

This decision would affect 
Cartwheels as well as On Track, 
which will deprive our children of 
these early learning services. They 


are, too, an important a place for 
parents to learn and share the 
experience of feeling supported 
when things are difficult. 

These children’s centres are service 
hubs where children under 5 years 
old and their families can receive 
seamless, integrated services and 
information. 

These services vary according to 
centre but may include: 

■ integrated early education and 
childcare - all centres offering 
early years provision have a 
minimum half-time qualified 
teacher (increasing to full-time 
within 18 months of the centre 
opening); 

■ support for parents - including 
advice on parenting, local 
childcare options and access to 
specialist services for families; 

■ child and family health services 
- ranging from health screening, 
health visitor services to breast¬ 
feeding support; 

■ helping parents into work - with 
links to the local Jobcentre Plus 
and training. 

The Conservative-led Government 
is replacing Sure Start with 
something called the Early 
Intervention Grant. As a 
consequence of this replacement, 
they are also scrapping targeted 
money (ring fencing) for things 
like Sure Start that will affect On 
Track, as well as Cartwheels. This 
also means the Conservative-run 
Suffolk County Council can spend 
its money wherever it chooses and 
this will hit the vulnerable most. 

I sincerely hope that our Haverhill 
Conservative-elected Suffolk 


county councillors are not in 
support of these savage cutbacks 
to these services and they will vote 
accordingly when decisions are 
made.

Walk, Haverhill, was arrested 
and charged with burglary at a 
house in Glamis Close, Hav¬ 
erhill, on December 9. 

While he was remanded in 
custody, he was visited by the 
Suffolk Police Operation Con¬ 
verter team and agreed to go 
with them to the scenes of his 
crimes. 

Operation Converter works 
with offenders to encourage 
them to admit their crimes 
and be sentenced for all 


offences at the same time, 
rather than face being charged 
with offences where police 
find evidence at a later date. 

This gives the offender credit 
at sentencing and a clean slate 
when they are released from 
prison, and helps victims of 
crime. 

The offences Pryce asked to 
be considered were all comm¬ 
itted in Haverhill. They were: 
theft, Stirling Drive, September 
2009; theft, Sorrel Walk, 
October 2009; burglary, Sorrel 
Walk, February 2010; burglary, 
Burnt House Close, February 
2010; theft, Sperling Drive, 


October 2010; and burglary, 
The Keep, November 2010. 

Det Insp David Giles said: 
“Pryce committed a number of 
burglaries and thefts in his 
home town, even targeting 
members of his own family. 

“Thanks to Operation Con¬ 
verter, Pryce has admitted 
these offences and will now 
spend more time locked up. 

“Upon his release, he will be 
given the opportunity to 
engage with agencies that can 
further assist him to leave 
behind a life of crime.”

FORMER police inspector Mark 
Jephson has taken on a new role 
within in a housing group.

RACIAL abuse outside a 
pub led to a large-scale 
fight involving a num¬ 
ber of men, a court has 
heard. 

Louis Woods, 23, was 
arrested after a fight with 
Polish men outside The Bell 
pub in High Street, Haverhill, 
on September 26 last year. 

At a hearing last month 
Woods admitted charges of 
using racially aggravated 
abuse and a threat of viol¬ 
ence, but magistrates at Bury 
St Edmunds released him on 
bail until last Thursday, after 
asking a probation officer to 
prepare a pre-sentence 
report on him. 

Woods, of Betony Walk, 
Haverhill, escaped an imm¬ 
ediate prison sentence after 
magistrates heard that he was 
co-operating well with the 
probation service. 

They decided to impose a

12-week prison sentence, 
suspended for 18 months. 
Woods was also in breach of 
an earlier suspended sent¬ 
ence imposed last Sept¬ 
ember, and this was extended 
for an extra four months. 

The court heard Woods was 
arrested when police were 
called at about 1.15am to 
deal with a brawl involving a 
number of men outside the 
Bell pub. 

Magistrates were told that 
Woods had earlier been a 
victim of an assault. 

Lyndon Davies, in miti¬ 
gation, said Woods had got 
involved when he had 
initially tried to calm the 
situation and was himself 
racially abused and attacked. 

“Clearly there was severe 
provocation in this case,” he 
said.

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‘We will never forget our 
little baby daughter Lily’ 


In the 26th week of her pregnancy, 
Alison Bruce was told her baby had died 
inside her. Here, she and husband Jacen 
explain why, though they never had the 
chance to get to know her, they’ll never 
forget their beloved daughter.

STANDING in front 
of the mirror, Alison 
Bruce couldn’t tear 
her eyes from her 
plump baby bump. 
First she felt 
disbelief; then a 
rush of 

overwhelming 
sorrow. At 26 weeks 
pregnant, she’d just 
been told her baby 
had died. 

“I remember looking 
in the mirror and 
thinking that I looked 
just like any other 
pregnant woman but I 
wasn’t,” remembers 
Alison. “I was still 
walking round looking 
pregnant, yet my baby 
was dead... I couldn’t 
bear the thought of 
bumping into someone 
and them asking ‘When’s 
it due? Have you thought 
about names?’. 

“I knew I’d have to 
deliver her - they’d given 
me tablets to start the 
labour - but there was 
nothing positive to spur 
me on. I managed to 
keep it together during 
the day but all night I’d 
lie awake crying. Those 
48 hours, waiting to go 
into hospital, were 
probably the darkest of 
all.” 

Baby Lily, as she was 
named, was stillborn on 
November 28, 2003. 


Weighing in at a tiny lib 
loz, she was, smiles 
Alison, like a miniature 
version of her big sister 
Lana, now 11. 

“I had gas and air 
during the delivery and I 
was a bit disorientated,” 
she recounts. “But I can 
still remember the 
moment they gave her to 
me, wrapped in a 
blanket: my first thought 
was how much she 
looked like Lana. 

“The feelings you have 
for your baby, that sense 
of belonging - it was just 
the same. I had her next 
to the bed all that night 
in a little cradle. Even 
though I knew there was 
no need, I found myself 
instinctively reaching 
out and rocking her...” 

Tests showed that Lily 
had stopped growing at 
21 weeks. Until this day, 
nobody is sure why: it 
may, explains Alison, 44, 
have been due to a 
malfunctioning 
placenta, or Lily could 
have contracted a viral 
infection. 

In total, almost 4,000 


babies in the UK are 
stillborn every year. “It’s 
more common than 
people realise,” adds 
Alison, who lives in 
Fordham.'Tt’s just that 
people don’t like to talk 
about it. When I came 
out of hospital a lady just 
turned up on the 
doorstep: it turned out 
that she’d been through 
exactly the same thing 30 
years earlier. 

“Lots of people sent 
flowers saying ‘Sorry for 


your loss’, but only one 
card mentioned the fact 
we’d had a baby. And 
only one person asked if 
we had any photos. 
Those two things meant 
so much to me: I didn’t 
want to act as if we 
hadn’t had a baby; Lily 
was still our child.” 

Alison, an author, and 
her husband Jacen, a 
musician, have decided 
to share their story to 
raise awareness for the 
Child Bereavement 


Charity, a nationwide 
organisation which, 
among other things, 
supports families in the 
wake of a child’s death. 

Jacen said: “I didn’t 
have counselling or 
anything at the time and, 
looking back, I think it 
would have been a very 
good thing if I had. The 
thing about grief is that 
you can only bury it for 
so long - it’s bound to 
come out in the end. I 
can clearly remember 


sitting in a car park one 
day, years later, and 
suddenly breaking down. 
It was completely out of 
the blue. 

“It takes time for you 
to find out what the 
damage is, and a lot 
longer to learn how to 
repair it.” 

Over the next month 
Jacen will be raising 
funds for Child Bereave¬ 
ment by holding a series 
of special gigs in local 
shopping centres. On the 


playlist is a song he 
wrote in memory of little 
Lily: called Sitting Right 
Beside Me In The Dark, it 
is part of his latest 
album, The Siren, which 
is dedicated to her. The 
track is available to 
download at www.jacen 
hruce.com/lily.cfm, with 
60p from each download 
going straight to the 
charity. 

“I decided to do the 
gigs to raise both aware¬ 
ness and money for what

important cause,” he 
adds. “And it would be 
great if something good, 
something positive, 
could come out of it all.” 

When Alison, a crime 
writer best known for her 
top-selling thriller 
Cambridge Blue, fell 
pregnant with Lana, the 
couple’s first child, she 
admits being 
apprehensive. “I knew I 
wanted a baby, but I 
didn’t know how I’d react 
when it actually arrived,” 
she remembers. “Because 
of that I left it really late 
to tell everyone I was 
pregnant, I must have 
been about five months 
before I said anything... 
I’d literally never picked 
up a baby before. 

“Some friends have got 
a little girl who’s about six 
weeks older than Lana. I 
remember them coming 
round with the baby and 
saying to me ‘Have a 
hold’ and me saying ‘No, 
it’s okay’, them saying ‘It’s 
all right - hold the baby!’ 
and me saying ‘No, I don’t 
want to hold the baby’... 
they were so worried they 
phoned up afterwards to 
see if I was all right. 

“But the moment Lana 
was born I remember 
thinking ‘Yes! We’ve got to 
do this again’: it was just 
magic the instant she 
arrived. So the second 
time round I got excited 
right from the beginning, 
told people, bought all 
the baby magazines. I felt 
like I’d missed out on 
some of that anticipation 
first time round, so I 
really wanted to enjoy it.” 

But, though her first 
pregnancy had been 
smooth sailing, Alison 


says her second was 
blighted by illness and 
exhaustion. “First I got a 
flu type bug and then it 
was one infection after 
the other: chest infect¬ 
ions, an ear infection... 
and I was absolutely 
exhausted. Lana was at 
pre-school which is only 
just up the road from our 
house. I’d take her there, 
come home, sit down 
and spend the next two 
hours trying to summon 
the energy to get out of 
the chair. But I was 
getting bigger all the 
time; it didn’t occur to me 
at any point there might 
be something wrong with 
the pregnancy.” 

Then, around 26 
weeks, Alison woke one 
morning to find her baby 
bump feeling oddly 
deflated; as the hours 
went by, she realised she 
couldn’t feel the baby 
moving. Visiting the 
midwife, no heartbeat 
could be found; a doctor 
was called, but still no 
beat. Referred to Adden- 
brooke’s for an emer¬ 
gency scan, Alison’s worst 
fears were confirmed: the 
baby had died. 

“Half of my brain knew 
already, the other half 
didn’t want to believe it. I 
didn’t see the scan 
monitor because of the 
angle I was at, but Jacen 
saw her. He says she was 
lying there with her little 
arms outstretched.” 

Telling Lana, then only 
four, that her baby sister 
had died was a very 
emotional task. But the 
couple say they decided 
from the outset to be 
open and honest about 
what had happened: 
when Lily was buried, in 


the village churchyard, 
both Lana and Natalie, 
Jacen’s older daughter 
from a previous 
relationship, were there. 

Alison, who did opt to 
have bereavement coun¬ 
selling, admits that cop¬ 
ing with the loss was an 
enormous challenge. “I 
look back and think we 
were so traumatised our¬ 
selves that we weren’t 
really equipped to help 
Lana through it. She was 
so excited about having a 
little brother or sister, so 
it was hard having to tell 
her. 

“When I got pregnant 
again, with her little 
brother Dean, she asked 
if the baby was going to 
be all right and we had to 
be honest and say ‘We 
hope so, but we can’t 
promise’. I didn’t let 
myself get excited until 
Dean was here. I had one 
panic and went to 
Addenbrooke’s saying ‘I 
can’t feel anything’, but it 
was a textbook 
pregnancy.” 

Both Alison and Jacen 
agree the services offered 
by the Child Bereave¬ 
ment Charity would have 
been of enormous help 
both to them and Lana: 
providing emotional 
support, information and 
practical advice, the 
organisation reaches out 
to tens of thousands of 
families every year. 

With Lana and Dean, 
now five, happy, healthy 
and the best of friends, 
Alison says their family is 
now complete. But she 
says none of them will 
ever forget Lily. “She’ll 
always be our baby,” she 
adds. “Nothing will ever 
change that.” 


Vital support 

• The Child Bereavement 
Charity supports families 
both when a child dies and 
when a child is bereaved. 
Every year the charity 
receives 2,000 calls - 
relating to an estimated 
5,000 children - and 
reaches tens of thousands

FIREFIGHTERS from across East 
Anglia will take to the streets on 
Saturday to protest against what 
they view as plans to “recklessly 
slash front-line emergency ser¬ 
vices” 

The Fire Brigades Union Suffolk (FBU) 
has launched its campaign to oppose 
planned cuts, which include axing four 
posts at Haverhill to provide only on-call 
cover at weekends. 

Firefighters from Suffolk - as well as 
Cambridgeshire, Essex, Hertfordshire, 
Bedfordshire and Norfolk - will attend 
the rally in Ipswich. 

The union says this has the potential to 
become the worst year for Suffolk Fire 
and Rescue Service (SFRS) in its history. It 
has argued it is already the cheapest 
brigade in the UK and of the 46 services 
in England, Suffolk is ranked 41st in 
terms of how quickly it responds to a 
dwelling fire. 

A statement from the FBU said: “The 
roads are busier, there are more houses, 
but Suffolk County Council wants to end 
the year with a worse service to the public 
since the days of horse-drawn fire 
appliances and hand-operated pumps. 

“Put simply, some people, because of 
budget cuts, will have to wait longer for a 
fire engine. Residents and visitors of 
Suffolk will pay for these changes with 
their lives.” 

Andy Message, acting brigade secretary 
and a Haverhill firefighter, said: “Never 
before have cuts like these been proposed 
to the people of Suffolk. But they do not 
have to happen. 

“The Integrated Risk Management Plan

is the public’s chance to have their say. 
We strongly call upon council tax payers, 
parish and town councils and businesses 
to respond to the document and make it 
clear public safety is important to them. 

“SFRS does not belong to the chief fire 
officer, the chief executive or even the 
county councillors. It belongs to the 
people of Suffolk, who look after the 
service until it is time to hand it on to the 
next generation. 

“We should all ensure our children and 
grandchildren do not have a worsened 
service when we do.” 

The rally will gather outside the county 
council’s headquarters at Endeavour 
House from 11am. 

Andy Fry, chief fire officer, said: “We 
have been careful to assess the risks 
associated with each of the proposals and 
believe that they strike a sensible balance 
between our vital role in protecting the 
public and meeting the financial chall¬ 
enge we face. 

“It is, however, essential that we 
consult people across Suffolk, so that 
they fully understand our proposals and 
are given an opportunity to comment on 
them.”

£2m fund for new MS research trials 


SCIENTISTS in Cam¬ 
bridge are to start trials 
on a drug which could 
undo damage caused by 
multiple sclerosis (MS). 

Researchers at the MS 
Society’s Cambridge 
Centre for Myelin Repair 
will start the second 
stage of ground-breaking 
research in April, thanks 
to £2 million funding 
from the society. 

In clinical trials on rats 
with an MS-like 
condition, the drug has 
been shown to repair 


damage to myelin, a 
fatty tissue surrounding 
nerves that become 
eroded by the neuro¬ 
logical condition. 

Led by Prof Robin 
Franklin at the Cam¬ 
bridge University labor¬ 
atory, scientists will test 
potential treatment for 
its effectiveness and 
dosage levels on hum¬ 
ans. 

The team will also 
examine safety aspects 
of the potential treat¬ 
ments and build on 


recent advances in 
myelin repair research, 
making it possible to 
identify more potential 
MS treatments in the 
future. 

There are currently no 
treatments to reverse the 
damage to myelin in MS, 
which affects about 
100,000 people in the 
UK. 

Prof Franklin said: 
“Regenerative therapies 
are the missing link in 
MS treatment and I am 
immensely grateful to 


the MS Society for their 
continuing support as 
we work towards this 
goal.” 

Simon Gillespie, chief 
executive of the MS 
Society, said: “We’ve 
been consistently imp¬ 
ressed with the world 
class work of the Cam¬ 
bridge Centre for Myelin 
Repair and we’re delight¬ 
ed that the generosity of 
our supporters enables 
us to continue funding 
this outstanding re¬ 
search centre.”

NOMINATED for seven Oscars, 
including three nods for its 
supporting cast, The Fighter is 
an incredible story of triumph 
against adversity in and out of 
the boxing ring. 

The brutal and physically 
demanding sport has frequently 
been a magnet for plaudits. 

In 1977, Rocky pummelled the 
opposition at the Oscars, 
winning Best Picture and Best 
Director, and four years later, 
Raging Bull landed Robert De 
Niro an Academy Award as Best 
Actor for his portrayal of real-life 
former middleweight champion 
Jake LaMotta. 

More recently, Denzel 
Washington entered the 
Academy Awards ring with his 
powerful story of wrongly 
imprisoned boxer Rubin 
“Hurricane” Carter and director 
Clint Eastwood delivered a 
knockout blow with Million 
Dollar Baby, earning Hilary 
Swank her second Oscar.

Make hedges 
a cut above 


H EDGES can be the 
making of a garden, 
providing clear 
boundaries and acting as a 
windbreak and a handsome 
green backdrop to other 
plants. 

A neglected hedge, on the 
other hand, can be a total 
eyesore - especially if it’s bare at 
the base or totally out of shape 
due to lack of pruning. 

Late winter is an ideal time to 
cut back tough hedges such as 
beech, pyracantha, yew (which 
is the only conifer which will re¬ 
shoot from old wood), holly and 
hawthorn. They can be cut back 
hard to rejuvenate and reshape 
them and re-growth will start 
almost immediately. If you feed 
the hedge the growing season 
before, it should come back 
healthy and vigorous. 

As a rule, it’s best to prune 
deciduous types in late winter 
and evergreens in spring. Feed 
and mulch in mid-spring and 
water during dry weather. Fill in 
unsightly gaps in the hedge with 
smaller plants and avoid trying 
to match a plant with the height 
of an existing hedge. 

Be warned, though, that

newcomers have to compete for 
food, moisture and light with the 
bigger, established plants, which 
is why the failure rate with in¬ 
filling is pretty high. 

Box hedging won’t be harmed 
by hard pruning. A bush can be 
drastically cut back in spring, 
but to avoid large bare patches, 
stagger the work over two to 
three seasons. 

Use sharp secateurs to prune 
holly hedges and evergreen 
cherry laurels, as the large 
glossy leaves turn brown and 
look terrible if they’re chopped 
in half with shears. 

Use a sharp bow saw for thick 
branches, loppers for those a 
little smaller and secateurs for 
twiggy growth. 

If you’re cutting back an old 
yew hedge, do it so that it's 


broader at the bottom than at the 
top, which will result in it being 
less vulnerable to snow damage 
and, more importantly, that the 
growth at the bottom of the 
hedge receives as much light as 
the growth at the top, so it’s not 
likely to become bare again in 
the future. 

To make the job easier, lay 
hessian or sheets of polythene at 
the base of the hedge if you are 
trimming a lot off it, to gather 
the clippings. 

If a conifer hedge has become 
bare at the base, consider 
growing other plants in front of 
it to cover the gaps, such as 
Euonymus fortunei (Emerald ‘n’ 
Gold or Emerald Gaiety), which 
are perfect for shady spots and 
will brighten up the plain green 
foliage of a hedge. 

Other plants which will grow 
happily at the base of a hedge 
include spurge, euphorbia, 
alchemilla, while in sunny spots 
you may be better off with 
lavender, herbs such as rosemary 
and sage and berberis. 

Consider, however, exactly 
what effect you are after. Filling 
in gaps may all be very well, but 
unless you are careful what you 
choose and space out fill-in

plants evenly, your boundary 
could end up looking like a bit 
of a dog’s dinner. 

Cutting a hedge back hard 
should be done in stages, as it 
takes quite a lot out of the plant. 
In year one the top and one side 
can be pruned and the opposite 
side in year two. 


Start from the bottom and 
work upwards and, if possible, 
shred the clippings and put them 
on the compost heap as you go 
along. The top of the hedge 
should be trimmed last. It may 
look drastic but don’t worry - it 
will recover. 

Once your hedge has reached 


its required height and thickness, 
it should only need clipping 
once a year in August, or in the 
case of fast-growing hedges like 
leylandii, in May as well. 

Whatever method of hedge- 
pruning you take, look out for 
birds’ nests and don’t disturb any 
you come across.

Starting at just £18,110 for the 
138bhp 1.4-litre Turbo model, 
the ES Tech comes as standard 
with a CD500 Satnav system 
(including CD player, MP3, USB, 
iPod control, seven speakers 
and aux-in socket), Bluetooth, a 
DAB radio, 17-inch alloy wheels 
and aircon.

models, such as curtain airbags, 
ESP, daytime running lights, 
cruise control and steering 
wheel-mounted audio controls. 

For diesel buyers, the Astra ES

Motorists hit by insurance hikes 


MOTORISTS have been hit with 
steep rises in car insurance 
premiums after the average policy 
went up by £210 last year, the AA 
said. 

The increases pushed the average 
fully comprehensive policy up by a 
third to £843, according to the AA’s 
British Insurance Premium Index. 

The findings also showed prices 
went up by an extra £51, or 6.4 per 
cent, in the last quarter of 2010 
alone. 

According to the AA, the increase 
was less than the previous quarter 
but added to the cost of driving 
ahead of fuel duty and VAT 
increases in January as well as the 
1 per cent increase in Insurance 
Premium Tax. 

Young drivers were hit hardest 
with fully comprehensive premiums 
for 17- to 22-year-olds rising by 
more than 58 per cent over the year 


to £2,251. 

Third party, fire and theft policies, 
which are most commonly bought 
by young drivers, also rose by 
more than a quarter in the last three 
months with the average price for 
the year reaching £1,390 - a rise of 
more than 70 per cent. 

Simon Douglas, director of AA 
Insurance, said: “There has been 
no let-up in premium increases as 
insurers struggle against losses 
from 2009, when for every £100 
taken in premiums, £123 was 
being paid out in claims. 

“This has led to the biggest 
annual premium increases we have 
seen since the AA Index began in 
1994.” 

He added last year’s rises in 
premiums had triggered a House of 
Commons Transport Committee 
inquiry into the car insurance 
market. 


Toyota Verso safety boost 


THE motor industry has 
made huge advances in 
safety in the past few years, 
but it’s Toyota that’s built the 
safest MPV, according to 
Euro-NCAP’s test results for 
2010 . 

In March last year Toyota’s 
seven-seat compact people 
carrier was given the top 
five-star rating for all-round 
safety performance by Euro 
NCAP, the industry’s 
benchmark testing 

organisation. More than that, 
Verso achieved the highest 

combined 
percentage scores 
in each test 
category of any 
MPV subjected to 
the independent 
crash test and 
assessment 
programme. 

Specifically, 

Verso achieved an 
89 per cent score 
for adult occupant 
protection, 75 per 
cent for child 
occupants, 69 per 
cent for 

pedestrian impact 
performance and 
86 per cent for 
safety assistance. 

The results 
reflect the tough 
quality of Verso’s 
design and 

construction, 
including detailed 
features in the 
front end that 
help minimise 
injury risks to 
pedestrians 
features that are 
gaining increased 
importance in 
Euro-NCAP’s 
testing 
calculations. By 
2012 a minimum 
60 per cent score 
will be required in 
this category in 
order to secure an

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
